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REVOLUTIONARY STRUGGLE AGAINST WAsS 
We publish below Points 4 and 5 of the fourteen Point program- 
imatic Declaration of the Provisional INTHRNATIONAL CONTACT COMMISSION 
which we have endorsed. These two points present a revolutionary 
Marxian position on the defense of the Soviet Union, and revolutionary 
defeatism to turn the imperialist war into civil war. 


REVOLUTIONARY Dik wATISM 


"The marxian organization fights for the class war against cap- 
italism, and against all imperialist wars, no matter which nations 
appear to be the "aggressors" or the "defenders;" no matter whether 
allied or not allied with the Soviet Union;no matter whether a bourge- 
ois "democracy" or a fascist state. In an imperialist war marxists on 
both sides must work through revolutionary class action for the mili- 
tary defeat of their "own" army and bourgeoisie during the war time, 
even if this means the temporary "victory" of the "enemy" bourgeoisie. 
Only on the basis of the disruption of the bourgeois state and appara- 
tus by the strategy of revolutionary defeatism can the vroletariat, 
under the guidance of its vanguard, turn the imperialist war ef the 
capitalist brigands into a civil war of the proletariat to smash the 
whole capitalist system." 


THE USSR AND THE EATENSION OF THE OCTOBER REVOLUTION 


"The Dictatorship of the Proletariat still remains in the Soviet 
Union although in warged form, with a rising bourgeois stratum within 
the burocracy, with enormous inroads of private property, and the li- 
quidation of amlost all of the proletarian state forms, soviets, Work- 
ers ttilitias, etc. The Stalinist burocracy is not a separate class. 
Stalinism today is a social reformist force resting on the material 
base of the October Hevolution and its property relations, objectively 
aiding the restoration of capitalist rule in the Soviet Union and 
counter-revolution on a world scale. The Theoretical base of Stalin- 
ism is the nationalist concept of Socialism in one Country. warxists 
will support the Soviet Union no matter in what kind of a war the USSR 
is involved. But such support and defense of the USSR can be accomp- 
lished only on the revolutionary line of the extension of the October 
Revolution and the re-establishment within the Soviet Union of full 
workers democracy and the soviets, a political revolution against the 
Stalinist burocracy. The Soviet Union can be defended only by a 
struggle against world imperialism and its Stalinist and other agents 
within the Soviet Union. Revolutionists give their political and mat- 
erial aid within the Soviet Union only to the Marxian fourth Interna-- 
tionalists and to those mass organs, Soviets, workers militias, trade 
unions, etc., in which the masses are able to carry out indevendent 
working class action.

With the guns roaring in Hurope so that the boasses may again be 
able for the FOURTH time to divide the world in the interests of their 
profit, the young workers here in America are vitally concerned 
with the question of whether the United States will enter. Already 
the tremendous propaganda machine of the boss class is having its ef- 
fect. "We've got to save democracy against Hitler," some youth are 
saying. And others-chime in, "Hell, we ain't got anything now; if we 
go to war we can either get good jobs at high wages or at least we'll 
be out fighting, better than standing around without a job."There are 
other arguments, and variations of these two; but we want to deal with 
these as evidence of the lying propaganda of the capitalists to trap 
the youth into again fighting for the profits of Wall Street. 


How "Democracy"Gave Birth to Fascism -- Or 
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Dictatorship against Dictatorship 


In the first place those of us who are being trapped into wanting 
to fighg for democracy against Hitler should remember that our fahers 
did the same thing in 1917. They fought for democracy against Kaiser- 
dom. They "won." The Kaiser abdicated; the German bosses remained in 
control while the American, French and English bosses proceeded to 
take away all their colonies, etc., but at the same time gave them 
plenty of help against the workers' revolution of 1919 and 1923. Bri- 
tain and the United States poured millions of dollars into uvermany in 
order to bolster up the dying capitalist system there; and when this 
did not suffice to stem the tide of the workers who were pressing for 
workers revolution again, in 1932-33, the American and British bosses, 
together with the German exploiters, poured plenty of money into Hit- 
ler's hands and urged him to take power against the working class. He 
did; and now in the interests of his German capitalist masters he is 
trying to steal back what England, America arid France stole from Ger- 
many in the last war. 


So -- the bosses want us to fighg against Hitler but they don't 
tell us that they helped put him there. But let's look at the other 
side of the picture -- what about this "democracy?" Ask anybody in 
England or France how much "democracy" they have in this war against 
Hitler; and they will tell you (provided they won't be shot for trea- 
son) that the "great democrats," Chamberlain and Daladier, have crush-~ 
ed all democratic rights with greater speed and efficiency than Hitler 
did in 1953! Press censored; radio censored; mail censored; arrests 
without warrants; soldiers can enter homes at any time; all working 
cLass organizations who oppose imperéalist war illegalized; all oppo- 
Sition to the war termed treason and punishable by a firing squad . 
That is the "Democracy" of Britain and France in their war agains» | 
"dictatorship." And that is precisely what Roosevelt and the American 
bosses are planning for us here with their Dies Committee, American 
Legion and other bodies already yelling for the outlawing of ali wvevo- 
lutionary organizations, as the FIRST STEP toward the crushing o1 all 
democratic rights of the WHOLE WORKING CLASS. For, in ercer te carry 
on their imperialist war for the redivision of the world to ‘save" 
their rotten profit system, the bosses turn to OPEN military dicta- 
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torship and fascism instead of the CONCEALED (but just as bloody) dic- 
tatorship of "democracy." 


The Democracy of #12 per Week - or the Risht to starve 


It's pretty Obvious from the above that the guys that want to 
save "democracy" from "fascism" have got a bum steer from the bosses 
and aré going to do the bosses the favor of trying to save the WHOLE 
profit system with all its misery and exploitation for the millions of 
workers and colonial a against the JUST AND NECESSARY wrath of 
these oppressed. 


But the fellows that have the second argument at least have a 
PART of the truth. Only instead of doing something about the fact 
that millions of youth are without jobs, etc., in the INTERESTS of 
these youth, these fellows are succumbing to the demoralization of 
this condition of rotten boss-class society and they are being trapped 
into helping the INTEHESTS of the bosses to PERPETUATH AND EXTEND 
these miserable conditions. 


Look around any street corner in a workers! neighborhood and you 
Will see a dozen or so young fellows — idly on the steps without 
a thing to do. Or walk down any street in an industrial neighborhood 
in the morning and you will see ae of our young workers with their 
newspapers under their arms waiting at a factory gate or being turned 
away by the inevitable "No Help Wanted¥ sign. No wonder some of us 
get disgusted and begin to think that we may just as well get into the 
bloodbath and have a little "adventure" before we get plugged in the 
interests of the bosses and their "No Help Wanted" system. 


And then the rest of the youth ~ that "lucky" fifty or sixty per- 
cent who are working - at en average wageof twelve to fifteen dollars 
a week (not quite encouzh.for Park Avemue penthouses) -- some of us who 
have spent the majority of our years getting an education and are now 
using this high school and college training to sling hash with greater 
finesse or turn gas pumos -- some think that the war will permit us to 
get nice soft jobs at decent wages. It certainly is true that the 
bosses are going to make many more millions in PROFITS from the war, 
but that doesn't mean wages are going up. Don't forget that all dur- 
ing the depression the DECISIVE section of the bosses in heavy in- 

dustry have been making more profits all the time -- BUT WAGES HAVE 
CONSTANTLY BEEN LOWERED -- and “if you don't like it here I can always 
eet another college man to take your $12.00 job." And the war will 
*““ntensity this process. Even though wages may rise a little, prices 
till always be six jumps ahead of them. And while the profit coffer 

cf the bosses fill up as they speculate as to WHEN to enter the war 
aci ‘THAT COLOKIES they want to steal in it from their "enemy" bosses, 
tiie HEAL LIVING STANDARDS OF THE WORKERS WILL NOT IMPROVE, even vhousa 
they won't have to pay for the funerals of the millions who wil: be 
killed in the wer to continue this whole boss system.

We could write for pages like this and pile statistics to the sky 
to wrove every point. But most young workers who read it, we trine,

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BEMIND Tre CLOAK OF PEACE

With the war for the redivision of the world raging in Europe, 
the American bosses still try to givs the impression that they are 
peaceloving" and do not want war. This is in line with their whole 
past policy of attempting to fool the workers on this vital issue. But 
alrzady authoritative sources Like theKiplinger Letter point out that 
New Deal officials expect "war by January." And already Roosevelt has 
moved openly, behind the cloak of "preparedness," to increase the army, 
navy, air and marine corps. And it car. be expected that this special 
session or Congress will pass bills that will still further increase 
the armed forces of the boss class. 


In the whole past period the American Bosses have studiously 
tried to give the impression that. while all the countries of Europe 
were arming to the teeth, they had no desire for "agression", and 
Maintained only a small armed force. but if one analyzes the situa- 
tion it immediately becomes apparent what their real plans are. 


For example, the bosses say that they do not want aggression, 


that they are only interested in the "defense of the homeland." But 
leading Navy officials have always pointed out that Hawaii is " the 
first line of defense;" in line with this, the recent ruling of a 300 


Mile "protection area" on the high seas shows what tne United States: 
means by "defense" --- the defens of its cruelly exploited colonial 
territories (the Philivovines, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Panama, Virgin Is- 
lands, Cuba, etc.) as well as ALL of South America. The American. 
bosses are now moving to completely exclude German trade there and al- 
so to squeeze out British competition in order that they can have all 
the profits for themselves. But while they claim they are only for 
"deFense,* look at their armed forces. The navy is almost on a par 
Witn that of sritain. According to military experts it certainly is 
capable SINGLEHANDED of defeating the combined navies of Germany, Ita- 
ly and Japan. And row that Britain has bottled up the German navy it 
would seem that the United States has very little to worry about on 
this score. bUT ROOSEVELT IS MOVING TO DOUBLE THE NAVY. Can this be 
for "defense" therefore? Obviously not. Obviously, the doubling of 
the American navy to make it the strongest in the world can only be 
for the DRIVE OF AMsRICAN IMPERIALISM TO RULE THE SHAS AGAINST ALL HR 
RIVALS, especially against Britain, her chief rival (despite the fact 
that she nay march side by side with Britain against Germany and then 
Cictate the "peace" terms, that is, get the lion's share of the loot 
of the world. 


So if the navy as the first line of "defense" is being enlarged 
to rule the seas for an offensive drive it is apparent that American 
imperialism has far from peaceful ambitions. 


The same thing is true of the army but ina cleverly concealed 
fashion. "Look," Wall Street says, “In Europe all the countries have 
ei, ee of men in arms; but our army is less than 200,000. That 
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shows how peaceful we ate." No, that shows how clever you are,gentle- 
men, but your aims are far from peaceful. In the first place since no 
"enemy" is in a position to defeat the American navy and land troops 
here, the present army is quite sufficient for the "defense" of con- 
tinental America. But when tne United States gets ready to invade ku- 
rope, then a quick transformation will occur. How? Because the U.S. 
army is organized around its officers' corps, with only a skeleton 
base. There is one active crficer for every eleven to twelve privates. 
And there are over 115,000 RESERVE officers as constantly being en- 
larged through the ROTC in the high schools and colleges. On the bas- 
is of this officers' corps the United States could enact universal 
conscription to have 4,000,000 in ACTIVE servige with a minimum of 
training within six or seven months. Within a year she could double 
thise And on the basis of the superior machine technique with large 
motorized and mechanized forces, The United States can and WILL build 
the MOST POWERFUL MILITARY MACHINE IN THE WORLD. 


All the plans are ready; they lie in the War Department office. 
The recent moves of Roosevelt to enlarge the manpower of the army, 
navy, etc., are a feeler to test the reaction of the masses, and are 
the first steps to putting meat on the skeleton structure. They will 
pe followed by still further moves; and then, when the United States 
bosses decide it is time for them to step in and gain the imperialist 
control of the WORLD --- THEN this officers' corps will sweep into ac- 
tion to train the millions of men who will be conscripted. And the 
army staff HAS ALRH#ADY PREPARED PLANS FOR CONCENTRATION CAMPS FOR THE 
REVOLUTIONLSTS WHO WILL OPPOSE THE WAR, and even for the conscientious 
objectors. Just as "peaceful" as adolph Hitler -- such are the Hoose- 
velts and their army staff, acting in the interests of Wall Street. 


Well, what are we going to do about it? FIRST, use these FACTS 
and others to tear the mask of "peace" from the Wall Street imperial- 
ists. EXPOSE THE WAR PLANS OF THE BOSS CLASS AND ITS GOVERNMENT? Sec- 
ond, agitate and organize against these war plans and the rotten cap- 
italist system that causes them. BUILD A REVOLUTIONARY YCUTH MOVEMENT , 
BUILD JHE YOULG WORKERS LEAGUE TO HELP FIGHT THE WAR PLANS OF THE 
BOSSES AXD THEIR GOVINNHENT! Third, when war comes despite our active 
protest and workers' opposition, don't be a "conscientious ebjector" 
and sit in a concentration camp saying that "you don't like war and 
bloodshed." If the bosses have their way millions of men will be 
killed and blood shed IN THE IKTHRHSTS OF THE PROFIT, PLUNDER AND LOOT 
OF THH CAPITALISTS. So, be a realist, recognize that the bosses want 
us to kill cur fellow workers in other lands so that they can grab the 
Loot of their fellow capitalists of other lards. TAKE THE GUNS THE 
BOSSES GIVE US; LET US LEARN HOW TO USE THEM; AND THEN, IN FRATHRNIZA- 
TION AND UNITY WITH OUR FELLOW WORKERS OF OTHER LANDS WE MUST SAY, 
"THTS IS NOT OUR WAR; IT IS A WAR FOR THE PROFIT AND PLUNDER OF ‘OUR!
